Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen^ 

I  have  the  horonr  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1970. 

There  were  374  births  during  1970.  This  represents  a  live  birth 
rate  of  18.9  per  thousand  of  estimated  population:  whan  standardised 
for  comparative  purposes  this  becomes  21.0  and  can  now  be  compared 
with  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  16.0.  The  local 
birth  rate  thus  continues  to  be  well  above  the  figure  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole. 

Illegitimate  live  births  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  total  live 
births  numbered  6.  The  figure  for  England  and  Wales  being  8 , 

The  figure  continues  to  remain  fairly  constant. 

Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  210  giving  a  death  rate  of  10.6 
per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population.  The  death  rate  wh en  standardised 
for  comparative  purposes  amounts  to  10.3  per  thousand  standard  population. 
The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1970  was  11.7.  It  will  be  seen 
from  Table  3  that  the  standardised  death  rate  for  the  district  has 
remained  well  below  the  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  some  years 
at  least. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  —  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the 
first  year  of  life  for  every  thousand  live  births  amounts  to  19.  The 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  is  18.  The  numbers  involved  are  small  and 
little  reliance  can  be  placed  on  them  statistically. 

Deaths  from  malignant  disease  numbered  30;  this  is  18  fewer  than 
last  year. 

In  men,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  Ischaemic  Heart  Disease 
(coronary  type  heart  disease),  followed  by  Malignant  Disease, 

In  women,  the  commonest  cause  of  death  was  also  Ischaemic  Heart 
Disease  followed  by  Malignant  Disease  and  Cerebro-Vascular  Disease  which 
accounted  for  equal  numbers. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  were  low  in  number.  Three  new  cases 
of  tuberoulosis  were  notified  which  is  a  similar  number  to  those  of 
recent  years. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  hear  that  steps  are  being  taken  which  should 
help  transportation  in  rural  areas.  I  think  many  persons  connected  with 
health  *r  social  work  are  aware  of  the  young  parents  with  children  who 
take  the  isolated  country  cottage  because  of  its  low  rent  and  because  of 
the  unavailability  of  other  accommodation  and  who  are  cut  off  completely 
from  the  amenities  of  the  town.  It  is  difficult  to  encourage  such 
families  to  be  immunised  when  transport  is  non-existent. 

Each  year  the  number  of  houses  with  inadequate  sanitation  diminishes. 
The  Manby/Grimoldby  scheme,  when  completed,  should  help  in  this  direction, 
also  the  Central  .area  scheme  when  it  gets  under  way. 

It  was  with  great  regret  that  we  had  to  say  farewell  to  Mr.  Shone 
during  th&year,  as  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  we  hope  his  health 
ha*  improved.  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Child  who  took  over  from 
Mr.  Shone,  also  all  his  staff,  for  their  help  and  co-operation  through 
th^iyear.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department.

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1  968  the  Registrar  General  started  to 
use  a  new  classification  into  causes  of  death.  The  new  classification 
having  65  causes  instead  of  the  previous  36  causes. 

In  1969  the  new  classification  was  continued  but  with  one  modification, 
in  that  cancer,  as  a  cause  of  death,  was  broken  up  into  five  extra  groups. 
This  was  continued  in  1 970  but  there  have  been  two  further  changes  as  follows 

The  old  heading  of  ’ether  tuberculosis  including  late  effects' 

has  been  divided  into  two  separate  groups  - 

(1)  Late  effects  of  respiratory  tuberculosis. 

(2)  Other  tuberculosis. 
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Also  there  has  been  a  separate  heading  allocated  to  ’Multiple 
Sclerosis'.  This  used  to  be  included  under  'other  diseases  of 
nervous  system  and  sense  organs'. 

The  causes  of  death  for  1 969  and  1970  are  thus  directly  comparable 
except  for  cases  which  would  come  under  these  new  headings.

The  Clinic  is  the  local  headquarters  for  the  Health  Services  provided 

r  *  v  \ 

hy  Lindsey  County'Council.  ,<e  were  sorry  to  lose  the  Mental  Welfare 
Social  Workers  who  on  april  1st,  1971  joined  the  Social  Services  Department. 

The  services  provided  include  a  clinic  for  babies  and  toddlers  where 
the  mother  is  advised  about  care  of  the  child  and  where  its  subsequent 
development  can  be  kept  under  review  up  to  the  age  of  five  years. 

Immunisation  is  offered  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
poliomyelitis,  smallpox  and  measles. 

The  Speech  Therapist  treats  cases  of  defective  speech  found  at 
Infant  welfare  Clinics,  schools  and  also  cases  referred  by  the  hospital 
consultants. 

A  Child  Guidance  service  is  provided  at  the  Clinic.  Children  who 
are  experiencing  emotional  difficulties  at  school  or  at  pre-school  age 
are  seen  with  their  parents  and  an  effort  is  made  to  modify  the  influences 
which  are  affecting  them  adversely.  This  requires  close  co-operation 
between  the  Child  Psychiatrist,  the  Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  the 
Educational  Psychologist. 

The  Clinic  is  also  the  headquarters  for  School  Medical  Officers  who 
examine  schoolchildren  at  different  periods  during  their  school  life  and 
who  keep  those  children  requiring  it,  under  surveillance.  Other  children 
are  referred  for  treatment.  Immunisation  at  the  school  is  provided  against 
tuberculosis  and  German  measles  (in  girls). 

The  chiropody  service  continues  to  expand  and  is  much  appreciated  by 
the  elderly. 

The  Clinic  forms  the  headquarters  for  the  area  for  its  District 
Nurses  and  Midwives  who  are  available  to  assist  the  family  doctors  under 
the  direction  of  the  ^^rea  Nursing  Officer. 

The  Health  Visitors  for  the  neighbouring  areas  are  also  based  at  the 
Clinic.  One  of  them  has  some  attachment  to  one  of  the  local  Group 
practices.  They  play  an  invaluable  part  in  detecting  medical  and

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social  ills  and  seeing  that  they  are  dealt  with;  also  in  giving  advice 
on  medical  matters. 

The  Clinic  provides  a  dental  service  for  schoolohildren  and  expec¬ 
tant  mothers  in  the  area.  For  those  children  who  have  abnormal  jaw 
and  tooth  formations,  treatment  is  provided  by  a  visiting  orthodontist. 
The  Environmental  Health  Services,  1970 . 

The  mains  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  East  Lines.  Water  Board. 
It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  There  is  no  trouble 
from  Plumbo  Solvency.

Forty- four  samples  were  taken  from  mains  supplies  and  all  but  one 
were  satisfactory.  This  one  source  was  later  found  to  be  normal  and 
was  probably  from  contamination  in  the  tap. 

Nine  hundred  and  fifty  five  houses  are  supplied  from  private 
sources  with  a  supply  in  the  house  and  100  with  a  supply  not  in  the 
house.  One  hundred  and  eighty  samples  were  taken  from  private  sources 
and  of  these,  153  were  satisfactory  and  27  were  unsatisfactory. 

xi  number  of  the  unsatisfactory  specimens  occurred  from  one  private 
bore  which  has  since  been  renewed  and  a  chlorination  system  provided. 
Others  were  due  to  defects  in  the  chlorinating  systems. 

There  were  31  houses  with  privy  vaults  in  the  district  and  607  with 
pail  closets.  There  were  6,169  houses  with  water  closets  in  the  district. 

Work  was  started  at  the  end  of  1970  on  the  extensions  to  the 
sewerage  disposal  works  at  Manby  and  with  sewer  extensions  to  South 
Cockerington  and  Grimoldby. 

A  sewage  disposal  scheme  to  provide  for  the  villages  of  Ludborough, 
Utterby,  Fotherby,  Fulstow,  Covenham,  Yarborough,  Alvingham  and  North 
Cockerington  is  urgently  needed.  Negotiations  have  begun  in  connection 
with  furthering  this  scheme.

I  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  generally  upon  the  Council’s 
technical  matters  for  the  year  1970. 

The  Council  put  in  hand  preparations  for  a 
resumption  of  the  house-building  programme  -  a  service  much 
needed,  particularly  for  the  older  ratepayer.  The  latter 
part  of  the  year  also  saw  a  welcome  resumption  of  contracts 
for  the  installation  of  main  sewers  and  it  is  hoped  we  can 
maintain  a  satisfactory  momentum  toward  improving  conditions 
in  those  villages  where  the  public  health  is  at  risk. 

The  Council's  affairs  are  in  good  order  and  the 
rate  of  our  forward  progress  is  limited  as  always  only  by  the 
funds  made  available.  It  is,  however,  good  to  see  encouraging 
signs  of  some  relaxation  in  this  direction. 

This  is  an  appropriate  opportunity  for  me  to  thank 
the  Councillors  for  the  individual  and  collective  kindnesses 
shown  to  me  over  the  past  twenty  eight  years,  and  to  say  how 
very  much  I  have  valued  the  opportunity  to  serve  the  Rural 
District.  We  have  seen,  and  been  party  to,  considerable 
improvements  in  the  numerous  services  provided  in  the  District 
and  I  shall  always  reflect  upon  my  years  with  Louth  Rural  District 
Council  with  a  sense  of  achievement  in  so  many  fields.

GRANT-AIDED  HOUSING  IMPROVEMENTS 


Approved  applications  for  "Improvement 
Grants"  totalled  34  and  "Standard  Grants"  21. 
During  the  year,  31  "Improvement  Grants"  and 
12  "Standard  Grant"  schemes  were  completed. 

This  now  brings  the  completed  Improvement 
Grant  and  Standard  Grant  schemes  completed 
to  a  total  of  1,465,  a  record  of  which  the 
members  can  be  justly  proud  and  which  compares 
well  with  work  carried  out  in  other  areas. 

The  Housing  Survey,  authorised  by  the  Council, 
has  started  slowly  and  completion  is  not 
expected  before  the  end  of  1971. 


TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING  ACTS 

AND  BUILDING  REGULATIONS 

A  total  of  623  applications  were  received 
during  the  year  and  this  reflects  a  slight 
increase,  due  in  the  main  to  agricultural 
and  factory  type  of  buildings. 

The  expeditious  manner  in  which  the  Council ' s 
Planning  and  Building  Regulation  applications 
are  dealt  with  is  welcomed  by  builders  and 
developers  alike. 

This  placed  a  considerable  burden  on  the 
Chairman  with  weekly  visits  to  the  office, 
but  is  well  worth  the  appreciation  of 
applicants. 


STREET  LIGHTING 

This  service  is  now  available  in  some  48 
villages  and  the  Council's  policy  of  extonsion 
continues.  In  the  financial  year  1970/71,  it 
is  intended  to  light  a  further  2  villages  and 
commence  a  programme  of  conversion  from  tungsten 
to  mercury  vapour  lighting. 
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FOOD  PREMISES 


The  control  and  supervision  of  those  premises 
within  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  has  continued  with  a  total  of  487 
inspections.  Conditions  are  good  and  the 
premises  call  for  no  specific  comment.

The  148  premises  licensed  to  store 
petroleum  spirit  have  been  regularly- 
visited  and  minor  breaches  of  the 
regulations  put  to  right.

MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  one  privately  owned  slaughter  house 
continues  to  be  maintained  and  operated 
in  excellent  fashion  and  the  owner  is 
at  all  times  co-operative  and  helpful. 

Animals  slaughtered  total  98  cattle, 

275  sheep  and  lambs,  and  10  pigs. 

All  have  been  inspected  in  accordance 
with  the  Regulations.

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SEWERAGE 


A  good  start  has  been  made  on 
sewering  South  C0ckerington  and 
the  north  end  of  Grimoldby.  v/ork 
on  the  extensions  to  the  Manby 
Sewage  Uorks  to  accommodate  the 
increased  flow  also  commenced  and 
completion  of  all  these  works  is 
hoped  for  in  the  Autumn  of  1971. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING  SERVICE 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continues 
to  be  of  considerable  value  in  maintaining 
reasonable  conditions  in  many  villages 
where  mains  sewerage  is  not  likely  to  be 
available  in  the  near  future.  Diiring  the 
year  1,270  septic  tank  emptyings  were 
effected.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

In  providing  this  service  to  some  6,265 
dwellings,  to  three  Royal  Air  Force 
establishments  on  Contract,  and  various 
holiday  and  residential  caravan  sites 
approximately  7,920  bins  are  collected 
weekly  in  the  summer  time  and  7,820  in 
the  winter  months. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  one  Operative  engaged  on  this 
important  work  has  surveyed  504  premises 
and  treated  192.  A  total  estimated 
8,640  rats  were  destroyed. 

No  serious  infestation  was  brought  to 
the  Council's  notice.
